At tr.tf jfi'i of i^5 MVaLIBX left his coat tt the Syrian 
LagHT.io\ in Parle to work for tne Mufti, who sent him to 
Calrj* Tnere he met with the Prlne Mlniater/'TOKiUSHI 
Pos'ia, and the Secretary of the Arab League. He then 
visited Damascus and returned to Parle* 



The Mufti decided to leave France when British pressure 
on the French government to surrender him to the Yugoslavs 
became strong* Yugoslavia considered the Mufti to be a 
war criminal because of ale part in tee forming of the 
Croatian Hoe lea division* DAVALIBI gave air his Syrian 
passport to use to get to Egypt, since the two sen 
resembled each otoer closely* After the Mufti had gome 
DAVALIBI delivered to toe French Minis tiy of Foreign Affairs 
a message which the Mufti had left. In this message the 
Mufti thanked the Ministry of Foreign Affairs for ite 
hospitality and protection and expressed his regret in 
having to leave the country In such a way* French authorities 
then began to investigate DAVALIBI and afhr a few day* he, 
too, left for Egypt* 

Frcai Egypt he went to Syria and made Aleppo ais headquarters* 
He joined the S habab Muha aaad (Children of Muhammad) and 
then tried to merge tnat organisation with the Moslem 
Brotherhood, in Damascus he mm appointed a professor of 
Roman l«*u end Moslem theology at the Syrian Lav College* 

He ran with fhishdl KIKHYA and Dr* Me aim (flDSI in the 194&- 
47 elections and was elected deputy fron Aleppo. Later he 
joined the Moslem Front, which is headed by Mustafa al- 
SIBA'I in Damascus • 

„ During the 1949 crisis, *t the time of tt* cabinet of Jamil 
MARDAM and Knalid al-A24 and before Husui ZA'IN's coup of 
March 1949# be, Fa’ldl4TA5SI, Soakir^ASSI, Hushdl CUCHIA,

DAVALIBI supported ZA'IM during his coup * Later the People's 
Party, of which he was a member, was dissolved* A number 
of its members were arreotad and others — including Rushdl 
1CIKHYA, Hazlm QUDSI, Ahmad'KAMBAR, emd Fa , idi jS ATAS5I — 
placed under compulsory residence* DAVALIBI contacted the 
various legations of the Arab countries in Damascus — 
especially the Iraqi Legation — to mediate for their release* 
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During the visit of the urand Mufti to Syria, after nia 
departure from that court tr> , DAW ALIBI and taa Mo a lea Front 
began to move away from the Idee of unity* 

Re vet one of those involved In the ooup ^etat against 
KINNAVX* He supports those who advocate cooperation with 
tue Egyptians and the Saudi -Arabian a . He la against the 
Western countries because of their support of the Jews in 
the Palestine jueation. 

He is regarded as one of the extra*i*t neater* of the 
People 1 * Party, who are inclined to support tne leftists 
for the sake of realising Arab aims. He is supported by 
the Moslem brotherhood in Egypt. 

The second ^D5I government wanted to appoint aln Minister 
to Egypt, out he refused because he preferred to work in 
9yria.
